WATER AND SEWERAGE 
TO BE EXTENDED TO 
PUBLIC SCHOOL 


As a result of requests made by 

the Madoc Public School Board and 
the Parent and Teachers Association, 
& mandatory order has been issued 
by the Department of Health to ex- 
tend the village water and sewerage 
systems to the. Public School. At a 
special meeting of the council held in 
the Council Chambers on Monday 
night, the necessary by-law received 
it’s first and second readings and was 
forwarded to the Municipal Board 
for approval. It is expected that the 
work which will cost approximately 
$7000 will be completed early in the 
fall. - 
' Indications are that Madoc has an 
exceptionally good water supply, 
5,000 gallons of water were recent- 
ly pumped to fill the large water 
tanks and the water in the well re- 
mained at the same level. Water was 
used from the system for the first 
time when hoses were connected to 
two hydrants on Durham strret, to 
wash the streets for the Carnival. 

With the exception of the extension 
to the school and the building of the 
disposal plant the system is nowW 
iplete and will be available for 
use in the near future.

The Yale Centre for Alcohol 
Studies has devised a method of 
telling how much liquor a drunk 
has had. An electric apparatus call- 
ed an “aleometer” is used to de- 
termine the concentration of alco- 
hol in thé bloodstream.

Our first stop was the Dundas 
Look-Out. The view was certainly 
worth the trip. rom the Look- 
Out one had almost an aerial view 
of the valley below. Houses, cars 
and people appeared, as it wefe, in 
a-miniature, scenic panorama, such 
as one often sees at the Exhibition. 
‘The day was marvellously clear -so 
we were able to see for miles and 
miles and could quite easily distin- 
guish: various buildings in the Ham- 
ilton area. i 

Leaving the Look-Out we con- 
tinued on our way along a winding 
road—on one side a jagged lime- 
stone bank, on the other a ravine. 
In early days this road must surely 
have been an Indian trail — it had

Our next stop was MacMaster 
University in Hamilton. The form- 
al wardens were a striking contrast 
to the wild, rugged beauty of Dun- 
das. There was dignity and beauty 
in the. University gardets which 
was entirely in keeping with the 
stately architecture itself... it re- 
minded me a little of some of the 
colleges in Cambridge. 

We paid a brief visit to the Rock 
Gardens. It didn’t take me long 
* decide that the best time to visit 
the Rock Gardens is in late spring. 
Of course it has its summer beauty 
vut there isn’t as much colour now 
as’ one finds in the spring. True, 
flower-beds along the walks were 
gay with colour, as were the lily- 
pools, but there were very few 
plants in bloom among the steep, 
terraced rocks.

Locust plagues are probably as 
old as agriculture. Our own cen- 
tury has witnessed a succession of 
them, and now, once again, crops 
are threatened from India in the 
‘east to the Atlantic coast of Africa 
in the west, from the Caspian Sea 
in the north to Tanganyika in the 
south. Like any marauders, locusts 
are bad enough when you know 
they are coming, but they are far 
worse when you do not. Until a 
few years ago people seldom did 
know, and that made for a rather 
fatalistic attitude toward locust in- 
vasions. If warnings can now be 
issued, that is only because over a 
period of years reports have been 
sent in to the Anti-Locust Research 
Centre in London from all, over 
the world.

Frequent meeting of insect with 
insect set off a train of changes 
inside them, as a result of which 
ther behaviour, colour and shape 
all chart.

The third main 
African locust is the desert locust,

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It was in 1923 that the Austral- 
jan snake -which later came to be 
known as the “taipan” leapt into 
fame, when naturalist Bill McLenna- 
an, who was on a. bird-collecting 
expedition on Cape York Penin- 
sula, encountered two very large 
and aggressive venomous snakes, 
near Coen. Oneof these specimens 
was more than 10 ft. long—the big- 
gest venomous snake recorded 
from Australia. And they had tre- 
mendous fangs—nearly % in. is 
length—- and in one, at least, the 
fangs appeared to be double. 


Years elapsed, and no more speci- 
mens were secured, For more.thaa 
three years the writer lived with 
the nomadic tribes in the wilds of 
Cape York Penninsula—about 1,100 
mile snorth of Brisbane writes 
Donald F. Thomson in The Illus- 
trated London News. As I came to 
learn the native language, I heard 
the aborigines speak in awed tones 
of a great killer snake, known as 
the “taipan”—thick as a man’s arm, 
that attacked savagely and without 
provocation—and to the native 
mind—worst of all—a snake that 
had one orange-red eye. In vain I 
offere almost fabulous rewards im 
knives, axes and tobacco, for a tai- 

pan, living or dead. 


But one night a native dog was 
bitten, and died very quickly. 1 
captured the snake, placed it in a 
cage, and carried out a post mor 
tem on the dog. The post-mortem 
was interesting. There, at last, was 
the taipan. I “milked” this snake— 
and within a few weeks she laid a 
clutch of seven eggs—elongate - 
form, with blunt ends, “enclosed *i 
soft, ’ parchment- -like shells.

The outcome of these riuanina- 
tions was what the engineers call 
their Mechanical Arm, Model C. 


It is a very humait invention, which 
has a swing joint of “shoulder”; 
an elbow joint; a forearm, a wrist 
and a hand. The upper arm may be 
mounted on a crane oF truck; it 
will rotate to the right or to the 
left: its shoulder joint will. peemit 
it to swing through an angle of 
180 Cegrees. The wrist is rigid, but 
it rotates through 360 degrees to 
the right or to the left. The “hand,” 
of course, does the gripping. Other 
“hands” can be substituted, for it, 
depending on the task to be pet- 
formed. 

With the upper arm or forearm 
vertical and the other horizontal, a 
weight of seventy-five pounds can 
be raised: when both are hanging 
vertically from their mount they 
will lift half a ton, A screw-driver 
can be turned at any desired speed.

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Diphtheria is still @ killer that 
claims ‘lives needlessly in Canada 
and throughout the world, points 
out Dr. C. S. Anglin in the cur- 
rent issue of HEALTH magazine. 
During the Second World War it 
was the leading epidemic disease 
on the European continent both in 
umbers of persons af- 
fected and numbers of deaths caus- 
ed. 
In Canada there has been. a 
steady fall.in the numbers of reé- 
ported cases of diphtheria from the 
year 1944, when there were 3,223, 
to the year 1949, when there were 
799, Similarly the yearly number 
ef deaths has fallen during the 
Zame period, from 309 in 1944, to 
79 in 1949, according to the Health 
League of Canada publication. 
“The fight against diphtheria in 
this country has been so success- 
ful that many Canadians may never 
have heard of anyone they know 
suffering from it,” writes Dr. An- 
glin, who is a paediatrician on the 
staff of the Hospital for Sick Chil- 
dren, Toronto. “Instead, there are 
many doctors in practice today who 
have never seen a_ patient with 
diphtheria. Jn spite ot this, how- 
ever, diphtheria is still with us, 
bringing suffering and death to 
Canadian families who have not 
been reached by safe and simple 
smunization.” 


Deserves More Attention 


Diphtheria is not a disease of 
the dark ages and of only historic 
interest, It continues to play an 
important part in the mortality fig- 
ures of most’ countries, and de- 
serves. more attention than it some: 
times receives. 

Diphthesid continues to occur 
throughout the world in isolated 
and flares up periodically in 
epidemics, at which time it becomes 
. serious threat to all children who 
have not been immunized, says the 
magazine.’ It is more common in 
the temperate zones and during the 
cold months of the year. The di- 
sease is rare during the first six 
months of life, becomes, more fre- 
quent between the second and fifth 
year, and declines im incidence be- 
tween the ages of 10 and 15 years. 

Crowded conditions favor the 
occurrence of diphtheria, but it 
shows a preference for rural rather 
than urban localities. It has been 
typically a disease of schools and 
institutions where susceptible chil- 
dren live together in close con- 
tact.

Diphtheria is spread by means 
of contact. with a person suffering 
from the disease or with a carrier 
who may himself be healthy. Epi- 
demics have been traced to con- 
tamination of milk and water sup- 
pli¢s; and in some instances the 
disease has been spread by house- 
hold pets. Diseased tonsils and 
adenoids and the presence of other 
infections diseases such as measles 
or searlet fever are important pre- 
disposing conditions.

Safe, Effective Prevention 


“Because of the widespread na- 
tional immunization campaigns hefd 
in this country it should not be 
necessary to mention again that for 
more than 25 years there has been 
a safe and practically 100 per cent 
effective preventive against diph- 
theria in diphtheria toxoid,” states 
Dr. Anglin. “Yet as recently as- 
1949 there were 799 cases reported 
in Canada, of which 79 died, This 
represents an unnecesasry and tra- 
gic lobs of life from a preventable 
-disease. 


“To completely ‘eliminate this 
disease it is essential that every 
child be immunized during infancy 
and receive booster doses at re- 
gular intervals.”

Over In Sweden | 


At this time of the year hun- 
dreds of families throughout Swed- 
en are taking advantage of the 
summer weather and long hours to 
build their own homes. 

Under a unique “build-it-your- 
aclf” plan sponsored by Swedish lo- 
cal authorities, people in  over- 
crowded city tenements can 


very own, built with ther own 
hands for a total cost of about 
$4,000. 


The work they do this summer 
coumts as 10 per cent of the pur- 
chase price, and the local authority 
gives them a loan for the other 
90 per cent. 

This “build-it-yourself” plan was 
devised to save skilled labour aad 
cut down the cost of new homes. 

It is limited to workmen earning 
not more than $1,750 a year and 
has been organized in Stockhoim, 
Gothenburg, Uppsala. Halmstad 
and other large municipalitics. 

Taking it for gfanted that any- 
body can build a small house pro- 
vided the necessary materials are 
there and le or she is shown how 
to, the authorities have employed 
full-time instructors on the sites. 

One building instructor aad one 
gardener are allocated to evcry 80 
houses under erection, and they 
are responsible for seeing that no 
glaring mistakes are made, 

Prefabrication -and  standardiza- 
tion are used to a large extert. Al- 
though there are several different 
exterior designs to choose from, 
the fitments—plumbing, heating ap- 
paratus, window frames, walls—are 
standard. and interchangeabie._. 

Walle are made complete with 
windows already fitted. Joists, floor 
boards and roof trusses are aiready 
cut, ready to nail and screw ‘into 
place. 

Staircases, cupbourds and ward- 
robes are provided complete and 
have only to be set up in their 
appropriate places. 

Steel for reinforcement arrives in 
suitable lengths, bent to shape. 

There might be 2,000 separate 
items needéd for one house and 
each “lot” is delivered at the site 
and placed under the charge of the 
instructor.

Achievement of a uninterrupted 
succession of bloom in your borders 
is not always merely the result of 
careful planning and placement of 
fnaterial, ‘but is frequently also the 
result of judicious discarding and 
replacement of bloomed-out plants. 
Ruthless pulling up of leggy and 
sparsely flowering plants also adds 
greatly to the neatness and charm 
of the entire garden. 

* * * 

The drifts of cherished biennial 
species of dianthus that may still 
show intermittent bloom, and digi- 
talis with a few pendent bells at 
the top of the stalk, or the sprawl- 
ing pansies with an occas‘onal 
mammoth flower are a few ex- 
amples.- The border will take on 
new life if the pinks are removed, 
the digitalis uprooted and the pan- 
gies cut back severely for fall 
blooming. Most biennials are best 
discarded after maturity, including 
canterbury bells’ and hollyhocks. 

* * * 


Such annuals as have bloomed 
themselves out and have gone pre- 
maturely to seed should also be 
removed from the garden. , This 
group includes larkspur, annual 
poppies and cornflowers. And the 
golden coreopsis after its early sum- 
mer bloom might just as well be 
discarded, for later flowers are in-

Where gaps are léft in the border 
by the removal of tall plants, large 
annuals, such as cleome and giant 
cosmos, and ‘tall formal dahlias (not 
disbudded) will provide both color 
and foliage.

With branches in their hands, the 
aborigines ‘fan towards the graye, 
intervals and calling 
‘out in a high-pitched voice to let 
Namana’s spirit ‘knows they were 
coming. While the men and, women 
swept round the windbreaks and 
dead fires to bunt the kuran back 
to its grave the medicine men, who 


alone ‘can see it, went ahead, to 
capture if, as it made its way to 
the graves head to await its old 
iriend’s arrival,

the burial place, filling the remain- 
ing spaces with loose sand, They 
then took handfuls of the grave 
earth, smelt it, and rubbed it over 
their Jegs, tor the odour made them 
strong, the rubbing prevented thei 
legs from tiring on long journeys.

Thirdly, if insect infestation should 
develop, serious damage may be
